Stolen by pules. 
ElttK, Pa., Nov. 23.— The train brought 
to Uric to-night a young farmer from Som- 
erset county, who was en route to his home 
near O^densburg, N. V., whence he was 
stolen by gypsies when three years of aye. 
The young man, now 22 years old, was se- 
cured in tile way of'a transfer from a baud 
of gypsies. He was adopted by George M. 
Nichnllus, of Somerset county, and the story 
of his adoption was published, a few days 
ago, in an Klmiru paper, A copy fell into 
tho hands of his brother, and he was iden- 
tified by a birth mark and an injury which 
he had received when a child. The parents 
still live on the old farm from which he was 
kidnapped. 

'•Too Brave a Han lo Die.'' 

Guthrie, I. T., Nov. 23. — Particulars of 
n strange duel have just reached here from 
the Cimmaros country, near the western 
border of the territory. A gambler named 
Bissett had n quarrel with a ranchman 
n lined Weaver, over a game of poker, in 
which the lat ter accused the former of 
cheating. Both men drew pistols, but tho 
bystanders stopped them before they had 
time to use them. The men were both 
game and both dead shots. It was decided 
that a duel was the only thing that would 
settle the trouble, for it would be sure to 
be renewed whenever they met. The or- 
dinary duelling code didn't satiffy them, 
end they entered into a peculiar agreement. 
By its terms they were to withdraw to a 
room, and friends were to load one revolver. 
A blanket was placed over the table and 
two revolvers placed under the blanket, one 
empty and the other loaded. The men came 
into the room and tossed a dollar for 
choice of pistols. Weaver won the choice- 
The terms were that both men should draw 
the revolvers from under the blanket, aim 
and tire nt the same time. One would be 
sine to fall dead while the other would be 
unharmed. The positions were taken and 
the revolvers drawn, liassett fired Brst, or 
nt h ast he was the quickest to snap his 
gun, which failed to respond, showing that 
lie had received thu unloaded pistol. With- 
out lliuehing, he placed his revolver on the j 
table and folded his anus, calmly looking 
Weaver in the face. Weaver took his time I 
and deliberately aimed at the centr 
Bassett'a forehead. After what must have 
seemed an eternity to the latter, be slowly 
raised the pistol and Bred the ball through 
the ceiling, saying that ISussolt was too 
brave a man to die and he did not believe 
lie had cheated, 'I hey becamo fust friends 
and all danger of trouble is p„st as far as 
they are concerned.

San Francisco's First Alcalde. 

San Francisco, Nov. 23.— Or. Thaddeus 
M. Leavenworth, one of tho first Alcaldes of 
San Francisco, after whom Leavenworth 
street was named, is quite ill and fears are 
entertained for his recovery. Dr. Leaven- 
worth came to California in 1847 as chap- 
lain of the Stevenson regiment. In LS-LS he 
was appointed the first Alcalde of San Fran- 
cisco. Under his administration a survey 
wan made of the city. Dr. Leavenworth 
was horn in Connecticut in April, 1803. Ho 
is therefore nearly ,H!) years old. 

Now Gold Discovery. 

Elizabeth, Col., Nov. 23.— Hold has 
been found in dry creeks in the vicinity of 
this city, in the early days when prospec- 
tors passed over this district, slight traces 
of gold were found, but the scarcity of 
water prevent ed|thcm fiom continuing the'r 
search. Recently a number of men devoted 
their time to search for gold and last week 
they found metal in a small creek not far 
from this place'. Water was conveyed to 
the ground by means of ditches and work 
was commenced with a common rocker. 
The result was satisfactory. 10. C. Loper 
and Jesse Hand then started on the ground 
in earnest. They made sluices and in (il) 
hours took out four ounces of gold ill coarse 
grains and almost pure.

English Capital ami California Vineyards. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 23. — K. M. Tinker, of 
London, is here on his way to California. 
He represents an English syndicate, which 
proposes to invest in California vim yards. 
He has represented English capitalists in 
various deals concluded in this country, but 
ho thinks tho tendency is to overdo the 
syndicate business. He said, to day: "We 
English people seem to have gone mad on 
the subject. It can be accounted for in 
part by the fact that there is more money 
in England than there is opportunity for 
good investment." "What syndicate do 
you represent?" Mr. Tinker was asked. 
"I eould'nt make public the names of the 
men interested in it, but they propose to 
buy up the vineyards of California, many of 
them. I urn not very confident of the suc- 
cess of the plan, mid I advised buying land 
and starting new ones. The syndicate, 
however, thought that it did not promise 
quick returns. I am going lo look them 
over, and if my report is adverse, some 
other investment will be sought." 

Embezzling From a XcwspuDfr. 

San Francisco, Nov. 23.— The trial of 
John White was begun, to-day, in Judge 
Trout's court. White was the business 
manager of the "Call," and it is alleged by 
Geo, Jy. Filch and Loring Pickering, that 
be embezzled from November 2nd, 1S82, to 
February 22nd, lSilU, the sum of 505,000. 
The grand jury of 1S00 found a true bill 
against him. On September 27th, 1S00, he 
was arraigned. Since then he has been 
enjoying his liberty on a bail bond of $10,- 
000. On various motions tho case lias 
dragged along for more than a year.

Newark, N.J., Nov. 23.— A big New- 
foundland dog ran through the streets, last 
night, snapping at everybody it could reach 
and biting a number of people. A crowd of 
men and boys gavo chase, and the maddened 
brute was stoned to death, but not until it 
had sunk its fangs into eight people, all of 
whom subsequently bail their wounds 
cauterized. 



The Place nr Executions- 

San FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.— The appeal of 
McNulty, under sentence of death in San 
Francisco, involving the validity of the 
Act of last legislature, providing that all 
executions shall lake place in tho Slate 
prison, was submitted to the court hist 
May. Owing to the great importance of 
the case, as the final outcome will apply to 
all other similar cases, of which there are 
of [ a number, fie court is considering it with 
the most careful attention. It is an open 
secret that the court is somewhat divided 
on the legal point involved. It is said two 
judges believe the Act invalid. 



Fonseea Snlil to Have Itestgned. 

London, Nov. 23. —Intelligence has just 
been received here that a revolution broke 
out in Rio dc Janeiro to-day. The object 
is the overthrow of Da Fonseea. 

A later dispatch from Rio de .Janeiro says 
that Da Fonseea bus resigned in favor of 
Floriano Peixotte. 

The Manchester Martyrs. 

Dublin, Nov. 22 — There were prayers in 
the churches of this city and generally 
throughout Ireland to-day for the "Man- 
chester martyrs, " Ltirkin and O'Brien. In 
this city a large procession marched to 
Glasnevin cemetery, where the graves of 
the martyrs are located. There were ten 
bands of music in line, playing the " Dead 
March in Saul," tho "Manchester .Martyrs' 
Dirge," etc. Tho presence of a goodly 
number of Parnellites in the procession was 
noted. At the cemetery there were nu- 
merous speeches, in which Ireland's wrongs 
at the hands of England were rehearsed. 
The meeting was held in the shadow of the 
famous Celtic memorial cross. Afterward 
the graves of the many prominent leaders 
in Ireland's cause who repose in Glasuovin 
were decorated. The procession then re- 
formed, ami on its return march stopped at 
Pui nell's tomb, which was heaped with 
floral tributes. 

The French Miners' Slrllio. 

Paris, Nov. 22. — The miners met, to-day, 
to consider the proposition of the govern- 
ment that three mining engineers, nomin- 
ated by the slate, should arbitrate upon the 
issms between the striking miners and 
their employers. The meeting was held at 
Lena, and in addition to the 132 delegates, 
an immense number of miners and their 
families were assembled. They were vir- 
tually unanimous ns to the soundness of the 
principle of arbitration, and that the issues 
of the strike should be submitted to arbi- 
trators, but they insisted on nominating 
the arbitrators themselves, and chose five 
miners for that duty. It is thought that 
there is very slight prospect of tiie mine 
owners agreeing to tnis form of arbitration. 
One of them stated, to-day, that it was al- 
together one-sided. 



estimated that the peace effective force will 
be supplied with the now weapon within 
one year, and the war effective force within 
three years.

Oakland, Cal., Nov, 23.— Last evening, 
the residence of Eel ward Benjamin was 
burglarized, and a sum of $4,000 in gold 
coin was carried oil' by the thieves. The 
money belonged to Mr. Meyers, Benjamin's 
father-in-law. The old gentleman thought 
the house safer than tlio banks and kept 
the fact of his having money there from the 
family.

t'ollon Growers Combine. 

Charleston, S. C, Nov. 23. — The 
planters of Sea Island cotton in this state 
have organized the Sea Island Protective 
Union in order to secure the passage by 
congress of a tariff on long|4aple cotton. 
Similar unions will be organized in Georgia 
and Florida, which states cover the long 
staple producing section of the south. 
During the past summer an effort was made 
to form a combination of Carolina planters 
to prevent the sale of seed to the Georgia 
and Florida planters, but this failed, and 
the present combine seems to be tho out- 
come of former efforts. 



Startling Prospect for Farm Laborers. 

London, Nov. 22. — The Sunday Sun says 
that the prospect opened by Lord Hartir.g- 
ton's speech is a startling one. By the rela- 
tions of the unionists' leader it is evident 
that the party which he represents has 
abandoned the farm laborers, and is relying 
upon a docile and friendly House of Lords 
to veto every Home Rule bill presented in 
the future. The Sun adds that the Lib- 
erals wish for no better ammunition than 
that which would be furnished in behalf of 
Irish freedom and English radicalism by 
the veto of a popular measure by the House 
of Lords. " When they shall have thrice 
rejected such a measure," adds the writer, 
the feeling which will have been aroused 
throughout the country will doubtless sweep 
away not only Dublin Castle and the House 
of Lords, but a dozen venerable privileges 
and monopolies dear to Tory hearts. The 
Tories should beware of arousing the cy- 
clonic rage so deep in the English character. 
John Bull in downright fury is the ugliest 
animal alive." 

Dillon ami O'llrlen Speak. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 22. — John Dillon and 
O'Brien addressed a large audience, to-day, 
at Miehaelstone. Mr. Dillon declared that 
1 ,100 evicted families were still dependent 
on the contributions of friends of the Irish 
cause for support in this winter weather,

After prayers by Mr. Watson, the choir 
ug two church hymns, and then Mr. Hun- 
r conducted the proceedings. Hej started 
out by explaining their mission an I the way 
in which they went about their work, and 
then plunged into his discourse, speaking 
now on one subject, now on another, with- 
out any attempt at sermonizing, but givin-> 
his language far greater ell'ect, and com- 
pletely carrying the large congregation with 
him. His anecdotes told in a convincing 
manner, and the sincerityevidenci d in every 
word ho uttered, sank deep into the 
hearts of his hearers, and when, at the eon- 
clusion of this remarkable meeting, heasl ed 
those who wished prayers offered in their 
behalf to Btand up, man after man, and wo- 
man after woman arose in answer to the ap- 
peal, and bowed their heads in silent fervor. 

It was a remarkable sight, anil judging 
from its result, the evangelists will make 
their power felt to a very great extent be- 
fore they leave this eity. 

Last night, the famous evangelists held 
forth in the First Presbyterian church, and 
the building was crowdeel to excess.

Immigration Figures. 

Montreal, Nov. 23. — Domiuion Immi- 
gration Daley has completed his annual re- 
port of the season's immigration. The num- 
ber of arrivals this year shows an increase 
over last year, the futures being 20,72!) for 
this year against 23,700 for last year. There 
is a decroiso of arrivals by way of the 
United States of 471. Tho amount of capi- 
tal lirouglit by immigrants this year was 
not equal to that of the previous yeur, The 
English arrivals outnumbered all other 
na' tonalities. The Irish and Stotch were 
behind, and the Scandinavians were more 
numerous, as were also the French and Bel- 
gians. Of the total number of immigrants 
3, 10 1 were destined for Quebec; 1,800 for 
Ontario; 1,740 for Manitoba; 770 for the 
Northwest territories ; (J00 for British Col- 
umbia, and 2,-137 for the Culled States.

Nevertheless, every one knows that 
at noon, yesterday, a conference took place 
between Messrs. De Oiers, Do Freyoinet 
and Ribel, which lasted an hour and a half. 
When M. Da Freyoinet returned to the 
War Department, he appeared very well 
pleased, which is a rure thing for him. It 
is believed that, despite tho secrecy kept 
up at the Bussiau embassy, the Russian 
ambassadors to Borne, London and Brussels 
have been in Paris since yesteiday, and 
have had several conferences with their 
chief. Meanwhile, the Grand Dukes 
Alexis and Vladimir, one representing the 
navy and the other t ho army of Russia, 
remain in Paris, ostensibly for their own 
amusement, A rumor has been circulated 
since yesterday, in spite of ollieinl denials, 
that M. Herbert, brother of tlrf French 
minister at Berlin, has been'' nrresled. 
Herbert was for a long time Director- 
General of Prisons, and is accused of mal- 
versation in office. The news is very im- 
perfect, for, if true, it would force his 
brother to resign. The government would 
he greatly embarrassed in trying to replace 
him. It would find no Frenchman willing 
to continue the policy of political equanim- 
ity followed by the present ambassador,

Enter on their Labors— The liesult 
of the First Day's 
Work. 



The Sale of the Gravel Pits Dealt 
With-Sonie Important Points 
Vigorously Discussed. 



Punctually at 11. .'H), yesterday morning, 
Sir Matthew Begbie, C.J., and Mr. Justice 
Drake, entered the enquiry room at the 
Courthouse, and took their seats on the 
bench. 

There were present in t ho room Messrs. 
Finlayson, Pierce, Alexander Wilson, W. 
Wilson, Beaven, Hamley and Holland, with 
several others. Seated at the table hieing 
the court were Mr. Bodwell, of the firm of 
Bodwell & Irving, counsel for the petition- 
ers ; and Hon. A. N. Richards and Mr. W. 
J. Taylor, of Eberts & Taylor, for the City 
Council. Mr. Hayinur, the City auditor, 
also occupied a prominent place, being sur- 
rounded by a formidable pile of reports, and 
account book;,, taken, for the first tilno in 
aonie years, out of their home at the City 
Hull. 

Mr. Bodwell, in opening the proceedings 
for the petitioners, stated that he would 
first take up Statement No. 7 of their 
claim, referring to the alleged illegal sale 
of the Corporation gravel pits at Spring- 
ridge, under the Municipal Act of 1801, 
Section DO, subsection 72, which stated 
distinctly that the city should not sell any 
property belonging to it, for which they 
Still had use. 

The Chief Justice — But I would like to 
point out that, if you impugn the legality 
of the sale, you also attack the title of each 
of these lot holders who bought the pro- 
perty, and it is only right that each should 
be represented by counsel. 

Mr. Bodwell— But you are not judging 
the case. You will only hear the evidence 
and make a report. 

The Chief Justice — Yes, hut as judges of 
the Supreme Court, it would be hardly fair 
for us to come to any decision without hear- 
ing both sides. 

Mr. Bodwell — To resume. The by-law 
was passed on the lllth August, and the 
sale took place on the 12th October. I put 
in copies of the by-law submitted (Exhibit 
B). The fact of the sale is admitted in the 
answer of the Corporation to our charges in 
i-pAge 10, line 130, which reads us follows : 
"The petitioners allege tint the above 
estimate of receipts is inaccurate, since it 
includes it sum of §20,000.00, proceeds of 
the .sa/e of /lie Gravel Pits, which sum under 
the terms of the by-law, must be devoted 
exclusively to street improvements." 

Mr. Richards— The stand I take is this : 
I submit that the public assented to this 
iby-law, and there is the end of it. Your 
lordships can't pass a censure on the rate- 
payers of this city. 

The Court— l!ut Mr. Bodwell submits 
that the Council acted illegally in present- 
ing it to the people at all. 

Mr. Bodwell— I now put in a plan of the 
property, got up for the purposes of Bale, 
(exhibit A), and a printed copy of the terms 
and conditions of sale, (exhibit C). Since 
this list of charges was formulated I find 
that the final payment in the sale of the 
gravel pits is to be made at the end of Dec- 
ember, and seeing that, although time was 
given to the purchasers, it was so short 
that we wish to withdraw the charge con- 
cerning the consideration received for the 
aule not being in money or real property. It 
is not worth going on with. Besides it is 
<loubtful if such a short time allowance 
would bring the deal outside the terms al- 
lowed by the statute. 

C. 1). Green, qualified land surveyor, 
proved the plan put in. In the plan, the 
words Chatham street should be Chambers 
. street. He had made an examination of the 
quality of gravel at the pits, and had found 
that it was very fair. The deep gravel bed 
is between Princess avenue and Queen's 
Road. He had measured about 15,000 cubic 
yards of gravel in this piece, approximately. 
There would he no difficulty in teaming the 
. side of the hill, as nearly as he could see. 

5iy Mr. Richards — I think the country 
around the gravel pita very unsightly. It 
is not, iu my estimation, a nice thing for 
residents of the locality. If I lived in the 
vicinity I would like to have the place 
filled up. There is gravel for a good dis- 
tance around the region of the pits. 

The Chief Justice — But by silling these 
gravel pits in twenty different portions the 
council give twenty men the right to become 
burrowers and dig gravel, and make the 
place more unsightly still. No restrictions 
are placed on the purchasers. Each lot 
bolder can do what he pleases on his own 
.property. 

VV. H. Snyder, called— I un a contractor. 
Have contracted for twenty years. Am 
familiar with t he condition of the streets 
and roads in Victoria. I certainly think 
that gravel is still required for the crossings 
and back streets of this city. It is a great 
deal cheaper than metal. The city has 
been in the habit of using the gravel pits for 
these purposes ever since they have been 
opened. I live near the pits. The old one 
lies between Cedar Hill road and a point 
between Queen's avenue ami Princess 
avenue. The new one is between 
Princess avenue anil the South road. 
'Tho grading of Princess Avenue has been 
done this summer. This street runs right 
through gravel. As a practical man, 
the kind of gravel shown in the road cut 
is of first-class quality. In the new gravel 
pit, the quality is very good. There is 
nothing to show that the present roadway 
is tho bottom of the gravel. The surface 
indication, next the already worked pits, 
shows that there is good gravel right down 
to the South Road, between lots lili and II. 
In the old portion of the pits, in lots 12, 111, 
21, 22, and "J.'l, there are indications of good 
gravel. I havo taken gravel from these 
oitH. I believe the Council have a few lots 
containing grave! out at lie icon Hill, which 
they have worked to some little extent. In 
{•ravelling roads outside of the city limits, I 
have often found it a hard job to get gravel. 
It costs $l.f>0 delivered. I believe when 
they bad the old pit working some years 
ago, they used to charge '_'."> cents per load, 
{.ravel is now worth 50 cents a yard at the 
pit's mouth. There would be tho cost ol 
battling after that. The new gravel pit is it 
very easy pit to work. There is a large 
face, and it is no trouble to haul out from 
it. There is generally u good deal of cost 
and expensu in opening up it new pit. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Richards— I think 
tho big hole at the gravel pits would be bet- 
ter filled up, as far us the feelings of the 
neur residents are concerned. I would not 
like it, as it Is, next to my property. I 



would prefer to havo it nil faced off level. 
North of Princess avenue tho country looks 
rather unsightly. I know that the princi- 
pal work in the city now is stone. I don't 
think the city havo used much gravel this 
year. I think that gravel would bo useless 
on the main streets, but not on those where 
there is less traffic. I don't know what the 
Corporation uro selling their gravel at now. I 
am a Government contractor. I have dono 
Government work on roads from here to 
Saanich. Good gravel is scarce iu the dis- 
trict. I don't know of a good gravel pit 
within miles of Victoria, beyond those al- 
ready worked. There is gravel on the 
Cadhoro Bay road : on the Mount Tolniio 
road, too. It runs in streaks, but never 
more than three feet deep. I have been 
contracting for the Robsou Government 
ever since they havo been in power. I was a 
candidate for the City Council, last year. 
1 have had contracts for the city. I ten- 
dered, this year, for work on tho Saanich 
road. I didn't got the work. The tender 
was put in, in Mr. Baker's name. 

The Court — We presume and hopo that 
both the Government and the City Council 
employ and pay very many men honestly. 
The fact of their employing men is no rea- 
son why their motives should he impugned. 

At this stage the Court adjourned for an 
hour. 

On resuming, W. A. Robertson was called 
by Mr. Bodwell. His evidence was as 
follows : 

I have been a member of the city council. 
When I belonged to that body the gravel 
pits were used for gravelling new streets 
and crossings. This work is not by any 
means finished iu the city, bast year all the 
gravel was obtained from the corporation 
gravel pit at Spring Ridge. I know of no 
other corporation pits. In tho pits I speak 
of some gravel is very good and other gravel 
is not so good, hut quite good enough for 
blinding macadam with. Of tho best 
quality there may he 5,000 yards, 
and of the inferir 5,000 or 10,000 
yards, or something like that. When 1 was 
a member of the council we always used all 
the gravel we got out. I never knew the 
city to sell any gravel at all. I understood 
the corporation bought gravel from Mr. Bes- 
in 1883. 

By Mr. Richards— I don't know why the 
Corporation should buy gravel when they 
owned the pits. I think that the region of 
the gravel pits is very rough-looking and 
unsightly. There are houses all around 
there. I wrote to tho Council protesting 
against the sale of the gravel pits. I want- 
ed the place turned into a park eventually, 
after the gravel was exhausted. I did not 
bid on the property. I think the Corpora- 
tion got a pretty good price. 1 believe the 
Corporation could have sold the gravel for 
more than they could get from the lots. I 
know that the Council have a rock crusher, 
ami that they are continually blasting rock 
and putting it on streets. I don't think 
the city uses less gravel than it used to. 
The city were very foolish to sell the prop- 
erty. I was a Councillor a number of years. 
Don't know how much gravel was used dur- 
ing those years. 

Samuel T. Styles — I am a builder and 
contractor. I was a member of the City 
Council in 1SS0. Aided in opening up the 
old gravel pit in that year. The indications 
are to-day that there is plenty of gravel 
still in the pits. I voted against the sale of 
tho gravel pits. The necessity for using 
gravel on the streets is by no means done 
away with. There are many streets in the city 
that gravel would still he excellent for. 
There are all the new streets in the new 
city limits for instance. The last gravel I 
bought was $1.25 per load. I believe gravel 
advance in price. It is a scarce commodity 
here. 

By Mr. Richards — I don't know that 
there's plenty of gravel on the Jubilee Hos- 
pital property, or on Cadboro Bay road. 
I don't think the gravel has been worked 
out in the pits by any means. According 
to my judgment all the lots sold contain 
gravel. I have never sunk a hole to see. 
I don't see wdiy the city should at any 
time have been under the necessity of fill- 
ing up any boles they made for gravel ex- 
traction. I voted against the by-law, be- 
cause I believe that the city should keep 
hold of things it needs itself. 

John Kinsman— I am a contractor and 
builder. 1 think gravel i3 worth from $1.25 
to $1.50 per load. 

Mr. Bodwell— This is all the evidence I 
propose to offer on the point of the validity 
of sale of these pits; the other points are nil 
points of law. 

The Court — We prefer Mr. Bodwell that 
yon should prevent your whole ease con- 
cerning the gravel pita question, at one 
time. 

Jas. L Raymur — I am the city auditor. 
Have held the position for three years. The 
gross proceeds of the sale of the gravel pits 
were §23,235. The expenses of grading 
streets, itc, were $2,184.60, and the fees 
connected with the sale §1,161.75. The 
net proceeds of the sale were §10,888.29 ; 
of this $10,531. IS had been received up to 
today. This is deposited to the credit of 
the Corporation in the bank to the general 
account, 1 made a report to the City 
Council on the 7th of October. At that 
time $50,131.3(1 had been spent on the 
city's behalf, for streets and bridges, up to 
.'10th September, being the total expendi- 
ture. The total amount expended in 
streets and bridges since then, I can't tidl 
without reference. Everything since 
the 30th of September has been 
charged to the gravel pits account. 
The sums transferred from general account 
were transferred against the credit of sale 
since the 3rd of September, tho date the by- 
law came into effect. The amount of $13,- 
833.60 has been placed against the sale of 
the gravel pits since the 3rd September. 

Judge Drake — But you hadn't any money 
then. You were going on it supposition, a 
proposed hope, or anticipation. The by-law 
didn't give you the cash. 

Mr. Raymur— We didn't make an actual 
transfer till after the sale was effected. 
We were very particular in transferring to 
gravel pits account only the expenditure in- 
curred after the 3rd of September. The pay 
rolls in the sum of $13,833.09 do not include 
the pay of the regular stall'. The November 
pay sheets have not come in yet ; $1,680 of 
the amount is for teaming in October. The 
ordinary rate of labor wage on the pay 
roll is $2 per day, All that has 
been put against the gravel pits 
account is for roads and bridges. Tho 
notes given to the bank amount to $200,000. 
1 had no special instructions to order the 
hank not to appropriate the amount of S'-'O,- 
000, put in for the sale of the gravel pits. 
In my last auditors' report 1 estimate the 
sale of the gravel pits at $20,000. 1 think 
that report was referred to tho Finance 
Committee. Alderman Ronouf is chairman 
of that committee. 

By Mr. Richards — I cannot estimate what 
the expenditure of the city will bo for roads 
and bridges during the whole year. I think 
about .*'.), (i'J.'i have been spent on tho new

Opened Before Mr. Justice. Crease— 
The Grand .Jury Settles Down 
to Work. 



A Number of True Bills— One Case 
Disposed of— Morris and Car- 
michael Not Guilty. 



Standing as well as seating room was fully 
occupied at the Court House, yesterday morn- 
ing, when theFallCourtof Asaizeopened, with 
Mr. Justice Crease on the Bench. The ven- 
tilation of the court room was never worse, 
and before the session had lasted half an 
hour, the atmosphere was almost suffocat- 
ing. The absence of Chinese criminals and 
spectators, with their own peculiar ortlor, 
was the one thing for whieh one and all 
gave thanks. 

Mr, A. G. Smith, of the Department of 
the Attorney-General, represented the 
Crown, Mr. Walls being also entrusted 
with the prosecutions in some of the eases. 

The Grand Jury, called and duly sworn, 
was composed of the follo.ving gentlemen, 
among whom there were no absentees : J. J. 
Austin (foreman), \V. J. Anderson, \V. J. 
Armstrong, \V. V. Hullen, J. 1*. Burgess, 
V. It. Brown, G. H. Brown, Geo. Berridgc, 
Wm. Craft, F. Curne, jr., John Couuhlan, 
W, H. T. Drake, F. Klworthy, Fred C. 
Fell. J. B. Hall, P. Hiekey, H. Jewell, 1). 
R. Ker, \V. Munsie, 1). W. Morrow, Ceo. 
1'. Mother, John T. Matthews, L B. Tri- 
men and Geo. Walker. 

Objection was raised by Mr. A. G. 
Smith to the number of Grand Jurors — 
twenty-four — as being contrary te the Jur- 
ors' Act. 

The objection was overruled, and his 
lordship proceeded with his charge. The 
. list was, lie explained, unusually long, and 
he would therefore make his preamble us 
short as consistent with carrying on safely 
the business before the court. Quoting the 
principles to bo observed by grand jurors, 
lu's lordship proceeded to the consideration 
of the many eases upon the docket. Their 
number, he believed, was in a great meas- 
ure due to the fact that the alleged crimes 
were, many of them, immediately previous 
to the Assizes, and the prisoners therefore 
preferred to trust then, selves to the mercy 
of a jury, than to the discretion of a single 
judge, under the Speedy Trials Act. Keg 
. v. Boutonnc, larceny ; Keg. v. Morris and 
Carniichael, highway rubbery ; and Reg. 
v. Beckman, larceny, were first dealt with. 
Then the indictment of Xeweonibe Mus- 
grave, arson, was taken up, and the law in 
regard to the liability of juvenile 
offenders thoroughly gone into. The 
indictment was a formidable looking 
object, his lordship remarked, the 
prisoner exactly the reverse. The jury, 
before returning a true bill, were bound to 
satisfy themselves that the alleged offence 
had been committed with malice ; the of- 
fender at the time knowing what he was 
going to do, and the difference between right 
und wrong. Reg. v. Davis, larceny, was 
passed over with a few neecssury words of 
explanation. Reg. v. Fox, assault with in- 
tent to kill, was referred to as the ease of a 
husband accused of attempting to murder 
his wife ; they had been married but a few 
months, and were trying to undo with their 
teeth the knot that had been tied with their 
tongues. Reg. v. Bennett, forgery and false 
pretences ; Keg. v. Hayd' n, ubducticn ; 
Keg. v. Day, receiving stolen goods and 
robbery ; Keg. v. Burke, attempt to rob ; 
Reg. v. Morgan, forgery and false pre- 
tences ; Reg. v. Wilson and Lee, sodomy : 
Reg. v. Bobbins, burglary ; Reg. v. Robin- 
son, cattle killing and stealing ; Reg. v. 
Ross, robbery ; Reg. v. Saks, larceny ; Reg. 
vs. Cleary, larceny ; Reg. v. Captain Hill, 
rescuing a prisoner ; and Keg. v. Kecne, at- 
tempt to commit rape, were each in turn 
commented upon, the remainder of the in- 
dictments being held over for another day. 

After an hour's adjournment for luncheon 
the grand jury presented tr ue bills against 
BoutODDe, larceny; Morris and Carniichael, 
robbery; Musgrave, arson; and Davis, lar- 
ceny. 

BEG. V. BOUTONNE. 

The case of Marie Boutonnc being first 
called, a petit jury was impanelled, com- 
posed of Messrs. James A. Auld, foreman ; 
A. H. Bridgman, A. Neill, Louis Tumbler, 
H.J.Martin, Wm. Bull , Isaac Walsh, A. 
F. Turner, Herbert Hounslow, John Cal- 
vert, Thomas (!. Wood und Win. Wood. 
Mr. J. P. Walls appeared as the representa- 
tive of the Crown, and Mr. S. P. Mills for 
the defence. 

Counsel for the Crown in opening his 
case announced that both the prisoner and 
the party from whom the articles had been 
stolen were French women; the prosecutrix 
for some time residing in the prisoner's 
house. Leaving her, the prosecutrix left in 
prisoner's charge certain property, which 
the latter placed in pawn without the own- 
er's permission. In this act the larceny 
charged was committed. 

Julie Turgeon, from whom the jewelry in 
the case wus alleged to have been stolen, 
was first put in the box. She deposed that 
sho was a dressmaker in Paris, and Madame, 
the prisoner, came to her house in Paris to 
have work done. Madame suggested that 
if witness would follow her to America sho 
could find plenty of work, and make plenty 
of money. Witness agreed to come to 
America, and repay to prisoner the passage 
money, after she had made it at her trade 
in America. Coming to Victoria, witness 
travelled second class on the steamer to 
New York, and first class by rail to Victoria, 
where, as soon as she arrived, witness tried 
to get employment as a dressmaker. In all 
efforts to get work witness was unsuccess- 
ful. She then went into prisoner's house, 
on Broad street, und Madame said if she did 
not engage in her trade, it wus because she 
did not want to repay the passage money. 
Remaining five weeks at the house, witness 
swore thatshe paid to prisoner §317 in cosh, 
which she thought fully covered her indebt- 
edness to Madame. Prisoner, at the expir- 
ation of the five weeks, had witness arrested 
as a thief, and locked up; the case was dis- 
missed by the police magistrate, and 
witness then went to prisoner's 
house to get. her clothes, which she secured, 
although she could not get her jewelry. 
She gave no authority to prisoner to pawn 
In r property, und since the affair of the 
larceny ease had been living with a woman, 
known aa French Jenny, on Yutes street. 
Witness sworo that she was at present 
making a living by dressmaking. 

A. A. Aarnnson, pawnbroker, and his 
cleric, Isidore Philo, gave evidence in re- 
gard to the pawning of the jewelry by the 
prisoner. 

Officer Abell, of the city police, was the 
next witness, and the last, no evidence 
being culled by the defence. 

Council having addressed |the jury, His 
Lordship charged strongly against the 
prisoner, pointing out that every incident 
related in evidence pointed to the fact that 
tho prisoner hud found the chief witness, an 
innocent girl in Paris, and had brought her 
to America, und, working upon her conlid-

try and the language, had forced her into a 
life of shame. The law, in relation to tho 
responsibility of a bailee for tho goods left 
in his or her possession, was clearly stated, 
and the jury retired at about live o'clock. 

Having been absent less than 10 minutes,, 
the jury returned with a verdict of guilty. 
Tho prisoner was released on cash bail 
until she is brought up to receive sentence. 
REG V. MOKKIS AND (SARWIOHAEL. 

In tins case the prisoner stood arraigned 
on the charge of robbing the pockets of a 
sailor named Jacob Rogers, on the 17th of 
September. .Mr. Marcus Smith appeared 
for the Crown, and Mr. D. M. Eberts for 
tho defence. The petit jury to try the ease 
was composed of Messrs. J. L. Crimp, fore- 
man, John Gillotson, James Caldwell, A. 
Carniichael, I). McCartney, ,1. M. Hughes, 
R. Sellick, M. E. Cleveland, A. Elliott, S. 
Harrison, John Earsman, and Thomas 
Fletcher. 

Jacoh Rogers, sworn, stated that he had 
about $25 in silver in his pocket on the 
night in question, made two small purchases 
and then got drunk. Did not know how 
he got rid of his money, .or his new shoes or 
hat. Woke up in the police station in the 
morning, minus cash boots und hat. 

C. Oleson, painter and decorator, deposed 
to seeing the two prisoners rilling the poc- 
kets (if the prosecutor, from his window,, 
directly opposite. He saw the white hand- 
kerchief taken from the pocket of the pros- 
trate man, and then saw the two men come 
under the electric light and divide Eome 
silver money. Afterwards saw them in^tho 
bar-room and recognized them. -i 

Cross-examined, witness admitted that 
he knew something of detective work, and 
had acted as court interpreter in Boston, 
Mass., which city he had made his home 
for 27 years. \\ as an interpreter in Swed- 
ish, Norwegian, German and English, and 
had come to Victoria lis an opera singer. 

" So you call yourself a detective ?" asked 
the learned counsel. 

"Oh, no, I never call myself a detective." 

The Court smiled, and the examination 
proceeded. 

"Well, you are an amateur detective, an 
opera singer, an interpreter, and a painter 
and a kalsominer; what else '!" asked the 
lawyer. 

"That pretty well covers the bill." 
"Do you understand German thoroughly?" 
"Not thoroughly; fairly well." 
" What language arc you proficient in, 
can you tell me V" 
"Well, English, I think ; don't you think 

Again the Court einiled, and the lawyer 
proceeded, meeting ready, and often amus- 
ing, replies, each time he endeavored to 
take a rise " out of the witness. 
The evidence of the hotel porter was cor- 
roborated in the main. He said, however, 
that after Oleson told him he had seen 
Morris and Carniichael going through 
Rogers, he went over to him and took a look 
at him. He I ad his hoots on then, hut 
afterwards, when he visited him again, the 
boots were gone. 

Ollicer R. H. Walker deposed to arrest- 
ing Rogers for being drunk ou the night in 
question. 

Here the case for the Crown ended, and, 
without any preface, counsel for the defence 
proceeded to call witnesses. 

Thorn is Nugent gave evidence that he- 
was going home, between 11 and 11.15 at 
night, and saw two men leading along tho 
prosecutor, whom they dumped into the 
doorway at tho King's Head, und left hiir.. 
Heard them say they had got his watch 
from him at the l'rit chard House. At 
twenty minutes to twelve the prosecutor 
was still lying there. 

I, Martin, James Baker and Mrs. Con- 
way gave the prisoner Cannicljael a good 
charactcr.for honesty, and the testimony for 
the defence was complete. 

His lordship, in his charge, explained 
that tho whole case hung upon the evidence 
of Oleson, into which he went with some 
minuteness. 

The jury retired, and in three minntcs- 
came back with a verdict. This time it was : 
" Not guilty." 

The spectators expressed their approvul 
by applauding, but became orderly as soon 
as his lordship turned to them with a quiet . 
"Gentlemen!" Then addressing them, itu 
continued: "We don't allow either ap-- 
plnuse or expressions of dissent in our 
courts. Gentlemen, you will best assist the 
administration of justice by observing this; 
justice should bo impartial, and calm. I 
concur in this verdict myself, but this is not 
a place where applause is seemly, and I can- 
not allow it. You can best assist the judge, 
who is your servant and representative, by 
remembering this." 

His lordship then dismissed the prisoner, 
remarking ns he did so : " Carmicheal, this 
is one place where your good character stood 
you well in a tight place. See that you 
don't lose it." 

"Thank you, your lordship," was the re- 
joinder ; and the Court adjourned. 

TRUE BILLS. 

At 5 o'clock tho foreman of the grand 
jury announced true bills in the cases of

OBSTRUOTI VE TACTICS. 

The Times, as in duty bound, finds fault 
with the course pursued liy the Chairman 
of. the Board of Trustees at its Saturday 
evening's meeting, It seems to forget that 
one of the Trustees placed him iu such a 
position that he was forced to sustain Ins 
authority as chairman. The matter about 
which the disturbance was raised was the 
reading of the minutes. The only thing to 
be considered then was: Were the minutes 
a correct account of the proceedings of the 
last meeting ? Exception can be taken to 
their accuracy, but there can he no discus- 
sion on matters that have already 
been dealt with. When Mr. McLaughlin 
commenced discussing the stove question 
at that time, ho was out of order. 
He was told so then. But he persisted in 
3pito of the ruling of the Chair. He was 
repeatedly told that he was out of order, and 
asked to sit down. Anyone acquainted with 
(Jie proceedings of deliberative bodies knows 
that it wus Mr. McLaughlin's place to sub- 
mic to the ruling' of the Chair. He could 
hive appealed to tho majority of the Board 
against the chairman's ruling, but that he 
did not attempt to do. He was iu the 
wrong, and lie persisted in being in the 
wrong. What was the chairman to do in 
•such a case. Was lie to allow the meeting 
to be disquieted and its business to bo 
obstructed by Mr. McLaughlin, or was he 
6) take measures to maintain his authority ? 
He chose the latter course, and we do not 
think: that there is a sensible man in the 
city, who will not say that he did perfectly 
right. 

Our contemporary is mistaken, when it 
asserts that a special meeting of the Board 
was called, to open the tenders for the 
. stoves. There was no need of a meeting 
to perform that simple operation, and none 
was called. At the meeting held on the 
evening of November 10th, the following 
motion was carried : "That the whole 
Board be a committee, to select stoves for 
the schoolrooms, and to call for tenders for 
supplying and lilting up tho same, and to 
award the contract to the lowest tenderer. " 
Before the meeting broke up, the Board 
decided that Veto No. Hi was the 
kind of stove required and the 
secretary was instructed to have 
the tenders advertised for in tho next 
morning's Colonist. This was done. 
When the tenders were received, the .Secre- 
tary, we are informed, took them to the 
Chairman, who instructed him to open 
thoin in tho presence of one or two witness- 
es and award according to the terms of the 
resolution to the lowest tenderer. Our read- 
ers see that the instructions of the resolu- 
tion were carried out iu every particular. 

We do not think that our contemporary 
is lading the cause of education in this city 
by encouraging the minority of the Trus- 
tees to pursue a factious and an obstruc- 
tive course. 



BRAZIL. 

Tho revolution in Brazil does not appear 
to be proceeding very rapidly. The news 
from that country is unfortunately very 
meagre, and it is not, wc fear, much to be 
relied upon. The press in Rio Janeiro and 
tho other leading cities is muzzled, and tho 
telegraph is in the hands of the Dictator, 
consequently, very little news leaves Brazil 
that is not carefully revised by Fonseca's 
otlieials. Wo gather from the news that 
does reach us that the insurrection lius 
spread. Other states besides Rio Grande 
do Sul have refused to recognize tho author- 
ity of the Dictator. A union has been 
formed among the insurgent st.ites and a 
provisional government has been estab- 
lished. Very little fighting, if nny, 
has been done. This is difficult 
to account for, for Fonseoa is by far the 
more powerful, both by land and sea. 
Almost the whole of the army is on his side, 
and all but n very insignificant park of the 
.navy. The national treasury and the ar- 



senals are in the hands of the Dictator. So 
that he is in a far better position to take the 
field than his opponents. It is said that 
Fonseca's hoallh is not good, that he is 
suffering from nervous prostration. This 
may, to some extent, account for his inac- 
tion. He may think, too, that if ho does 
not precipitate an engagement his enemies 
will become weaker and less closely united 
than if they had to light in order to main- 
tain their position. It docs appear, how- 
ever, that delay is telling against him and 
that he is giving the insurgents time to 
gather strength and to mature their plans. 

ST A TE PROSECUTIONS. 

Count Mercier, Premier of Quebec, 
learned while he was in Europe bow to deal 
with an insolent and audacious press which 
dare question the purity and the integrity 
of the men who compose the Government of 
his province. He scorns to prosecute them 
as a plain citizen for damages or lor crim- 
inal libel. Any Turn, Dick or Harry could 
do that. Ho proposes to proceed against 
the rascally rabble of editors, publishers, 
correspondents, reporters, and, if necessary, 
compositors and carriers, for "seditious 
libel." 

He is going to ha vo a state prosecution, 
so the offending pressmen had better look 
out. There is nothing small about Count 
Mercier, and the editor or correspondent or 
contractor who asserts that he and hia col- 
leagues were implicated in any corrupt, or 
otherwise improper transaction, must know 
that they have libelled Ministers of State, 
and that the Gos'ornment of the Province of 
Quebec will swoop down upon them in all 
its awful majesty. 

We tremble for our eastern confreres. 
History tells us that in the days when gov- 
ernments were jealous of t heir dignity the 
insolent " sowers of sedition" were severely 
punished for spe dung and writing against 
dignitaries of the state. They had their 
noses slit, their foreheads branded, their 
ears cropped, and they were forced to pay 
tines that not infrequently reduced them to 
beggary. 

As Count Mercier has been rummaging 
among the old statutes, believed to be obso- 
lete, for a law to meet the case of the offend- 
ing journalists, who knows but that he may 
have found some act which legislatures may 
have forgotten or neglected to repeal, under 
which strange and severe punishments may 
be inflicted on the men who have had the 
temerity to hint, that either be or any 
member of his Cabinet, has been implicated 
in any boodllnn transaction ? 

As the Toronto Empire is one of the news- 
papers to be prosecuted by the irate Count 
and Premier, a nice constitutional question 
may arise when the case is before the 
Court. It is this: Can a man or a news- 
paper in one province of the Dominion be 
guilty of sedition as against the Govern- 
ment of another province of the Dominion '.' 
It would be absurd for the Government of 
the United States, for instance, to at- 
tempt to prosecute for seditious 
libel a subject of Queen Victoria resident in 
the Dominion of Canada, or any other 
part of the British Empire. Would it not 
he equally absurd for the Government of 
Quebec to prosecute for sedition any one, 
even a journalist, for seditious libel, who 
lived and committed the alleged offence 
outside the jurisdiction of that Gc vernment. 
We take it that no one but a resident of 
Quebec can be guilty of sedition with 
respect to the Government of Quebec. We 
do not go so far as to pronounce an opinion 
on this difficult and delicate question; we 
only, as it were, point out what appears to 
us a difficulty. 

The editor of the Toronto Empire, being 
in Ontario, is bound to respect the Govern- 
ment of that province ; is he under an equal 
obligation to respect the authority of the 
province of Quebec'.' It is important, if 
State prosecutions of the kind threatened 
by Count Mercier, are to he instituted, that 
newspaper men should know how far it is 
safe to go in criticising the Govern- 
ments of the other provinces, and in com- 
menting upon the deeds and misdeeds 
of the men who fotni those Governments. 

We cannot say that we feel surprised 
that the Toronto Empire and even the 
Montreal Gazette do not appear to be in 
slightest degree daunted by the threats of 
the Premier of Quebec. Tho prospect of 
a State prosecution does not appal 
them. They are cheerful and even defiant. 
They, indeed, appear to be rather glnd of 
tho chance to get the Count-Promier, his 
colleagues and his agents into the witness 
box. They even ask for a Commission to 
investigate the charges. If the men ac- 
cused are innocent, that Commission would 
help them very much, for, if the eoinmis- 
missionors found that the accusations tire 
frivolous and unfounded, Premier Mercier 
would have the journalists in his power and 
ho could have them convicted and punished 
without any annoying delay, ft may be 
said that it is not consistent in the leader 
of a Liberal party to revive State prosecu- 
fc'.ons against the Press. It is easily seen that 
consistency is a jewel on which the Quebec 
Premier does not set a high value, and as 
for his Liberalism, he dropped that into the 
Atlantic on his voyage to Europe.

LOOKING TO WASHINGTON. 

It is not a little significant to see ^Jie 
Hon. Mr. Laurier, the leader of the Liberal 
Party in Canada, going to Boston to talk 
about Canadian affaire. This may be con- 
sidered one of the signs of the times. Tho 
Canadian Liberal Party has, for some time, 
been violently flirting with the United 
States. The Liberals, of course, say there 
is no harm in it, and that they are as faith- 
ful to Great Britain as the most loyal of the 
Tories. There is, however, something 
stronger than a suspicion that the friendship 
i3 not so platonic in its nature as some lead- 
ing Liberals would have their countrymen 
believe. The love letters indited hj Mr. 
Farrer, and made public by Sir Charles 
Tapper, pointed to something not by any 
means innocent. 

Mr. Laurier talked to hisAmerican enter- 
tainers about the treatment which Canadu 
receives from G real Britain, and asserted 
that, notwithstanding the pleasant relations 
that exist between the two countries 
they are drifting farther and farther apart, 
ami he spoke in a tone of philosophical cold- 
ness u nd calmness of the time when they 
must separate. 

This may be a merely academic discus- 
sion, and may have no bearing upon what is 
going on now between the two countries. 
But, when we know that there are many 
people in the United States who de- 
clare that Canada can never enjoy the 
trade advantages for which the party that 
Mr. Laurier leads is seeking, unless she 
unites politically with tho Great Republic, 
there may be a great deal more in the ap- 
parently harmless theories of the Liberal 
leader than meets the ear. This supposi- 
tion is greatly .strengthened when we find 
thai Mr. Laurier expatiates upon the very 
trade arrangements which influential Amer- 
icans declare can never be made unless 
political uuion is one of its conditions. Can- 
ada, be said, wanted the power to make 
treaties with foreign countries "that she 
might be better able to And the 
markets abroad that had become necessary 
to her prosperity. One of the great markets 
which Canada needed was that of the United 
States, and if the United States were will- 
ing to throw open their markets to Canada, 
he was sure the Canadians would do the 
same to them. That was the policy the 
Liberal Party had adopted. On it they hud 
fought the last election ; on it they were 
still lighting and would continue to tight 
until they gained the victory." 

What could this utterance, made in a city 
of the United States when both the speaker 
and his hearers knew that the essential con- 
dition of free trade between the two coun- 
tries was understood by the Americans to 
he political union, really mean? Was it 
not tantamount to saying that the Liberal 
Party is prepared to advocate annexation, 
if unrestricted reciprocity could be obtained 
in no other way '.' 

When it is further considered that the 
kind of trade relations which Mr. Laurier 
advocates necessarily implies discrimination 
against Great Britain, does not his 
advocacy of unrestricted reciprocity mean 
nothing more nor less than advocacy 
of separation from Great Britain and union 
with the States. This, rightly interpreted, 
is the meaning of Mr. Laurier's language. 
It is just possible that he is wearing the 
mask that Mr. Farrer first anel then Mr. 
Blake wrote about ; but it would be paying 
him a very poor compliment to suppose that 
he is blind to the inevitable consequences of 
the policy which he is advocating. 

Mr. Laurier spoke of the peaceful and 
affectionate parting of Great Britiinand 
Canada : " As the son leaves the house of 
his father to become himself the father of a 
family." This, of course, means indepen- 
dence. But what would be the indepen- 
dence of Canada with the United States US 
a neighbor, along three thousand odd miles 
of frontier'; Such independence as Canada 
would exercise would be merely nominal. 
It would, us a nation, exist on 
the sufferance of the United States. 
What chance would live millions, so 
situated, have against sixty millions. We 
have seen how Chili, which is separated 
from it by thousands of miles of ocean, was 
flouted and threatened by the United 
States, when there was a misunderstanding 
between the two countries. If they had 
been conterminous, how would the United 
States have, acted, and what chance would 
Chili have had of remedying any mistake 
she might have made: 

We are not surprised that Mr. Laurier 
declined to answer tho objection, that " un- 
restricted reciprocity would be only a step- 
ping stone to annexation." That would be 
a very awkward objection for him to meet, 
for he has less discernment that we give 
him credit for, if he does not see that un- 
restricted reciprocity would he a good deal 
more than " a stepping stone" to annexa- 
tion — that it would bo to a very great ex- 
tent annexation itself.

Hewitt, hail loaded -1,11011 tons of coal 
Comox for San Francisco, and was proceed- 
ing down for that port, under the pilotage 
of Captain James Clnisteiiseu, one of the 
veterans of B.C. waters, who, up to this 
date, had never had an accident. The in- 
tention was to drop the pilol, us usual, 
about half a mile out, and somewhere be- 
tween Brotchie Ledge and Macau lay's 
Point, and the ship was going dead slow, 
preparatory to stopping lor this purpose. 
Both captain and pilot were on the bridge ; 
the night was culm ami clear, but moonless 
and starless, and the sea was smooth as a 
millpond. A ship may puss with safety 
either inside or out of Brotchie Ledge ; the 
San Pedro was taking the outer 
channel, and no one thought of 
danger, when, at S:.'!0 o'clock, she 
bumped — slid a little — bumped again more 
heavily — and became stationary. The en- 
gines were reversed as soon as the first 
shock was felt, but the steamer refused to 
either ba ;k or swing. The tide was then 
about half ebb, and rapidly falling, and the 
steamer, striking on the sea side of the 
le Ige, on her starboard (bilge, soon listed to 
port. 

After repeated whistle signals, to let 
those ashore know of tho steamer's distress, 
one of the boats was lowered and sent, with 
Pilot Christonsen, to the outer wharf, 
where the telephone was made uso of to 
bring the other tugs in port to the collier's 
assistance. The Lome was laid up, dis- 
abled, but Capt. Salniond, of the Welling- 
ton, whoso ship owed her salvation to the 
San Pedro only a few weeks be- 
fore, was soon roused, and he in 
turn lost no time in getting the 
steamer Standard, and proceeded with the 
crew of the Wellington to the disabled 
steamer. It was about 1 1 when they reached 
her, and the work of jettisoning the cargo 
to lighten the ship was commenced. Her 
list was becoming greater as the tide con- 
tinued to recede, and her danger increased 
every moment. Tho water by this time 
tilled the forehold, but there was none in 
either the engine room or the after compart- 
ments, so the steam pumps could be kept 
going all night. A crew of "JO longshore- 
men was also beaten up at midnight by 
Capt. Salniond, and they joined the men 
of the two colliers in discharging the Pedro's 
cargo over the side. 

During the night, the San Bonita, on her 
way from San Francisco to Comox, entered 
the oiling to take on a pilot, and us soon us 
her master was made aware of the disaster, 
he brought his steamer alongside the San 
Pedro, and hawsers were stretched, ready 
to haul her off, when the coming of day- 
light would make tho work easier and safer. 
Assistance was also obtained from H.M.S. 
Nymphe, whoso divers went down for the 
purpose of examining the ship's bottom and 
the character of her injury, before the effort 
.vas made to release her. The tide about 
):.')() a.m. commenced t" rise, but the ship 
did not mount with the rising water. The 
divers made their inspection as soon as the 
light would allow, and their report was the 
reverse of encouraging. They found the 
stem broken for about twenty feet, a large 
hole, four feet square, under the fore- 
foot, and the second plate from the 
garboard on the starboard bilge with a rip 
a handbreadth wide, extending aft under- 
neath the bridge about ,'!() feet. These were 
the only apparent injuries, but they were 
enough to show that the ship was all but 
doomed. 

The work of lightering was continued 
without a moment's cessation until 9:30, 
when, with a sudden lurch, the steamer 
tilled aft, ami sank. Those at work upon 
her, fearful of going to the bottom, with 
the ship, sprang overboard for their lives, 
many being forced to swim. About a dozen 
of the first over the side clung to the buoy 
anchored over the dangerous reef, which 
hud been cut adrift by tho steamer, and 
which, flouting by the wrejk, gave those 
upon it the impression that the ship 
was floating into deep water, and 
the buoy remained Stationary. This 
naturally increased tho panic, which was 
fortunately short lived. All got safely 
bore in the small boats, without any more 
rious consequence than a wetting. 
Some 300 tons of coal had been thrown 
or board when the sinking of the ship pre- 
vented further operations. As she lay at 
midnight, the bow wus in some six fathoms 



of water, there being about -U fathoms 
abreast of tho forerigging, and SA or 9 
astern. Tho steamer is listed at an angle of 
forty-live, and all the marine experts who 
have looked at her say she will never Boat 
again. 

The upper works show no sign of weak- 
ness, and the frame is thought to be solid. 
If it were possible to patch up the hull, re- 
movo tho 3,000 odd tons of coal now under 
underwater, and then raise the ship, she 
could be saved, but tho undertaking 
is so gigantic that it is unlikely that it will 
be attempted. The probability is that the 
ship will be sold as she lies to the highest 
bidder, whose policy would be to wreck 
her. As she lies, the first high wind will, 
no doubt, break her up ; though it is, of 
course, possible that the wreck would hold 
together for years. Capt. Clarke, harbor 
muster and surveyor for Lloyds, made an 
incomplete examination of the ship, yester- 
day, and a further survey by ship masters 
will be made this morning, when it will be 
decided what next is to he done. 

The lost steamer is the property of the 
Pacific Improvement Co., a corporation 
composed of Lolaod Stamford, Crocker and 
other heads of the Southern Pacilic, and 
was valued at about §308,000, being by far 
the finest Collier plying in Pacilic waters. 
She was built in 1882 by John Roche & 
Sons, Philadelphia, wus classed Al in the 
American Lloyd's, which describes bur as 
an iron steamer of of 3, 110.02 tons register ; 
2,000 h.p. ; length overall 331..'! feet ; beam 
42.2 feet : hold ID..") feet. Her engines 
were models, ami her fittings of a class 
Seldom found in a collier. She was the 
fastest of the coal carrying lleet, and in the 
nine years she had been running had earned 
for her owners upwards of $11,000,000. One 
of her sister ships, the Sin Pueblo, Was 
wrecked a few years ago in Chi c-:e w aters, 
and another, the Tacoma, lias since gone lo 
til" bottom as will. It is understood that 
no insurance was carried by the ownews, 
the magnitude of their interests making it 
better policy for them to run risks than pay 
premiums.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 23.— Four boys were 
arrested yesterday, for effecting un entrance 
into Biokle'a store liy means of a trap-dour, 
and helping themselves to eatables. While 
having their feast they were pounced upon 
by the police. They claim there are a 
number of other boys in the ring and also 
some girls. 

The Comox police have sent down for 
a steamer to ^o to Seymour Narrows. A 
bruUl assault has been committed on a man 
named V. lirennan, at a logging camp, who 
is believed to be fatally injured. The 
Esperanza left last night for the Narrows. 

Kay Oilman, who is wanted in Victoria, 
when arrested on the north bound train, 
played sick, and had to be carried ell' it, 
In court, to-day, he appeared very had, 
but as no notice was taken of bis groans and 
yells, he gave up shaming. lie will be 
taken to Victoria to-morrow. 

T. Bryant, lately of the I'ost Ollicc staff, 
Victoria, has been appointed post-master at 
Wellington, vice Mr. Christie, resigned. 

WKLLI.VC TON'. 

Wellington. i\ov. 'J'.t. — Since the miners' 

union has declared the strike off, Welling- 
ton lias been fairly deluged with miners 
from Nanaimo and Northfield in search of 
work. Everything is in lull blast. Every 
pit is working full handed every day, and 
the prospects never looked brighter. 

Last Wednesday and Thursday, St. 
Matthews church of England gave a very 
successful bazaar for the benefit of their 
new church, which is now being rapidly 
completed. It is built on u very command- 
ing site, and promises to be one of the most 
ornamental buildings in Wellington. 

On Wednesday evening next, the Thistle 
Club give their first social dance. The 
committee are making very active prepara- 
tions, and, judging from appearances, it 
promises to be a great success. 

The ladies of the Presbyterian church 
give a sociul and concert on Friday evening, 
the proceeds are to bo devoted to the church 
fund. 

It has been definitely settled that Wel- 
lington is to have a cemetery in which to 
bury its own dead, instead of takintr them 
to Nanaimo as has been done so far. Messrs. 
Dunsmuir & Sons have given live ucres of 
land, near the Somerset House, and a sub- 
scription has been raised to clear and fence 
the land. 

Messrs. Bickle Bros, propose building a 
large and well appointed departmental 
store on the new townsite. 

WCaTMlXSTF.B. 

New Wkstmiksteb, Nov, 2.'!.— Davis, 
convicted of perjury, was sentenced to 
three years Penitentiary, to-day, by Justieo 
McCreight. A new trial will probably be 
asked. 

J. B. Fisher, manager of the Bank of 
B. C. here, has returned from a trip round 
the world. 

Mayor Brown declines to stand for re- 
election to the mayoralty. James Cunning- 
ham, Alderman Walker and Kx- Mayor 
Townsend are candidates. 

An old miner, named W. Egan, was 
brought down from Cariboo, yesterday, and 
placed in the insane asylum. 

BIG BEXD. 

At French Creek, Andrew Hunker and 
Andrew Parks, with a Chinese cook, arc 
working on the Consolation mine, and are 
making fair wages — about $-4 a day to each 
man. They bought out the interest of Mr. 
E. Goodwin, of Chicago. Hunker & Parks 
will continue to work the mine during the 
winter. 

At McCulloeh Creek nothing has been 
done this year. The Ophir Bed Koek Flume 
Co. did jot begin work owing to disagree- 
ments among the partners, and consequent 
litigatien. 

W. McKenzic has done nothing on the 
Lost Chance, but with John Neilson has 
been prospecting at Seven Mile Tree on the 
Columbia, but meeting with no success has 
discontinued work. 

Sol. Holdcn anil Charles Norleans have 
been sluicing on a bar near the mouth of 
(iold stream, and in H days got three 
ounces, when they bad the bad luck to lose 
their sluice boxes by a freshet. They then 
erevised in Gold stream, and got an equal 
amount. They will work all winter if pos- 
sible. 

At Smith creek, the Columbia River 
Hydraulic Co. have been getting handsome 
a nounts of gold steadily from bed rock, 
have taken out about $5,000. Their 
sluice boxes hive not bot'Il cleaned up, and 
from these they expect to realize $2,000 to 
$3,000 more. 

The Downic Creek bridge, put in by the 
Government last year, is standing all right, 
and has not needed repairs, and the other 
small bridges on the trail are passable. But 
the trail itself is in bad shape. The 
Government has done nothing this year for 
P.ig Bend, except to make a short trail to 
the Smith Creek Crossing from the main 
trail. 

Altogether, about SI 0,000 have been rea- 
lized from the placer mines of Big Bend. 

KA MJ.OOPg. 

Dr. Furror has received the appointment 
of physician and surgeon from the Canadian 
Pacific railway for the Kamloops division, 
with headquarters at Kamloops. Dr. Eurrer 
has arranged with Dr. Edgar, of Toronto, 
to come to Kamloops to assist him. 

A. and J. Derby ami Oliver Rod path 
came down from the North Thompson mines 
the beginning of the week. The Derby 
boys returned almost immediately with 
needed supplies. They report the discovery 
of a now lead, and say the prospects are 
most encouraging. The new location is 
south of the Toughuut anil Union, and has 
been named the Maple Leaf. The ledge is 
two feet wdde, and is well mineralized 
throughout, the ore being cube galena. 

Tho hobspmgS on the east, side of Upper 
Arrow lake are to be improved. The water 
is to be carried in pipes to the shore of the 
hike, where a line site has been cleared, on 
which a hotel will he built for the accommo- 
dation of visitors and invalids. The water 
of this spring is fully equal in curative pro- 
perties to that of Banff. The owner, Capfc. 
Sanderson, believes that the railroads pro- 
jected in that section will make his property 
accessible the year round. — Sentinel.

A Uow lu the Uarracks-Half a Dozen Ejected. 

There was considerable commotion in 
tho Salvation Army burracks on Sunday 
night, ho serious that the services of tli3 
p ilice had to be called in. Tho Army was 
conducting its services when the occupants 
of a lower bench became offensive in their 
remarks and general demeanor. They in- 



terrupted the proceedings at every possiblo 

Eoint, and so intolerable did their conduct 
ecome that even the Salvationists — accus- 
tomed us they are to deal with the rough 
element— could endure it no longer. Tho 
obstructionists wero called upon to desist ; 
tho prayers of tho occupants of the platform 
were offered up on their behalf, and an 
officer was sent down with a polite invita- 
tion to the men either to retire or to behave 
themselves. None of the means adopted, 
however, appeared to bring them to a sense 
of common decency, and tho cap- 
tain finally ordered that they 
be put out. No sooner was the command 
mado than half a dozen soldiers proceeded 
to the stall occupied by the half dozen semi- 
intoxicated individuals. The obstruction- 
ists refused and showed light. A few 
moro J of the soldiers were quickly on 
hand, and the objectionable characters 
found themselves outside the barracks bo- 
foro they had time to fully realize the situ- 
ation. When thus forcibly ejected they 
pursued their rowdy tactics, and the polico 
were called upon. Sergeant Hawton, with 
a few of his men, were promptly on the 
scene, and succeeded in getting the names 
of a few of the disturbers— Alex. Macdon- 
ald, John Cumeron and (leorge Ireland. 
These men appeared to be the ringleaders of 
the disturbance. It is expected that sum- 
mouses will be issued for the prosecution of 
tho offenders.

Kay Oilman, or Albert Killeii. the 
Jailbreaker, Captured 
at Uowiclian. 



The Sou of Wealthy and Prominent 
Pareuts Ruined by the 
Deadly Drug. 



Constable Manguiy. of Chemainus, has 
again distinguished himself as h thief 
catcher: tho young morphine fiend, Ray 
Oilman, or Gillet, as lie is known hero as 
elsewhere, being arrested by him, yester- 
day. Ho will Ijj brought down by tiiis 
morning's train from Nannimo, where ho is 
now held, and will find half a dozen differ- 
ent charges requiring his attention — lar- 
ceny at Tacoma, larceny at Port Townsend, 
larceny in Victoria, ami jail breaking here. 

No trace of Gilman or clue to bis where- 
abouts was obtained lrom the time bo took 
an unceremonious leave of Jailer Allen and 
the hospitality of the city lockup, until 
Sunday, ffben he Wii aC9«l at Mcpherson's, 
station, on the E. & N. railway, by Ser- 
geant Langley, of the Provincial police. 
The sergeant was coining home, and was 
standing on the cur steps when lie saw the 
sought-for Oilman, fifty or sixty yards away. 
He immediately sprang from the train and 
gave Chare, Oilman, who had blackened his 
face and otherwise disguised himself, run- 
ning like a deer as soon as he saw the 
otlieer, The woods were not far away, and 
the culprit managed to reach their shelter 
and conceal himself in their fastnesses. 
After informing the residents of the run- 
away's character and asking them to keep a 
lookout for him, the sergeant again boarded 
the waiting train and returned to Victoria. 

In this city, another well known oflieer of 
police was waiting for an opportunity to in- 
terview Oilman — Chief Delaney, of Port 
Townsend, having come over from the 
Sound city on purpose to renew his ac- 
quaintance with the young gentleman. His 
story of Oillet's movements and character is 
us strange as it is horribly interesting. 

It is thus told in the Port Townsend 
Ledger, of Saturday : Albert Killen, a 
youngster, who looks as though hu might 
be in the neighborhood of 45 years of age, 
but who is not over IS, is missing, as are 
also a row boat, belonging to Oeorge Tren- 
holm, a hunting suit and gun, the property 
of Harry Floyd, and some jewelry. 

Killen arrived hero from Tucoma, some 
ten days ago, having been forced to flee 
from that city by the authorities, wdio gave 
him up us incorrigible. His baggage when 
he stepped off the midnight boat, consisted 
of ubout eleven grains of morphine and a 
hypodermic syringe. The latter was as 
good as useless, as tho needle had broken, 
making it unfit for the "fiendish " purpose 
intended. Killen was a confirmed injector, 
and for several hours he suffered untold 
agonies trying to procure a new instrument 
of torture. Some practical joker finally told 
him Chief of Police Delaney was a user of tho 
drug, and although it was three o'clock in 
the morning, he hunted the chief up in his 
rooms to assist him out of his sufferings. 
Delaney was at first inclined to be angry, 
but when he had realized that his uncere- 
monious awakening bad resulted in the loca- 
tion of a character who would during his 
stay in the city need watching, the chief 
simply growled, dismissed Killen after a 
kindly lecture and again went to bed. 

Killen was an excellent musician, being 
especially proficient on the piano. His con- 
versation denoted education and refinement. 
For several nights he made a pretention at 
earning a livelihood by playing in a notori- 
ous bouse. He disappeared Sunday night. 
The police are of the opinion that he stole 
the property which is missing, making his 
escape in the boat which is gone. Those 
wdio claim to know the boy, however, nnin- 
tuin that he was in tho habit of going out 
every morning to bring down a duck for his 
breakfast. They think that he went merely 
to shoot, and that bis boat was swamped in 
the rough sea prevalent lust Monday, and 
the boy drowned. It is said that his parents 
are umong the wealthiest land own- 
ers in Honolulu, and ids unnatural 
craving for morphine lias drawn 
the lad from a luxurious home.

iiarbof the city. That is a rough estimate. 

Mr. Hodwell— It is in evidence that S02,- 
000 is due at the end of ouch year. Well, 
there can be no question about the §'JU,()I)U 
being appropriated for roads and bridges. 
The bank bus got it, and will keep it for the 
overdraft. 

The Court— Tins is all estimate. The 
city's cheques have been honored all along. 
There is nothing to show that the money 
paid in on account of the gravel pits sale 
baa been appropriated for the notes. 

Mr, Hodwell— This is my case regarding 
the Gravel Pits, Your Honor. 

The Court— Mr. Richards, have you any 
evidence to oiler on this point ? 

Mr. Richards— Let my friend finish his 
case, and I will answer him. 1 never ex- 
pected that this course of procedure would 
be taken, and am not prepared with evi- 
dence or anything. All I can say is that 
without any intimation or notice I could 
not possibly have prepared myself to meet 
this peculiar mode of procedure. 

The Chief Justice — But it is against com- 
«■ moil sense, the wish of the commission, anil 
that of the petitioners, to go on in the way 
you wish. Let us take each charge separ- 
utelj'i and hear all the evidence on it, in 
turn, 

After some discussion, it being impossible 
for Mr. Richards to get his witnesses to- 
gether in time, it was decided to allow Mr. 
Rod well to take up another charge, and then 
allow the Council to reply to the twe 
charges together. 

Mr. Hodwell intimated that the next mat- 
ter ho would deal with would be clause . - i of 
the petition, regarding the illegal diversion 
of loans. Before proceeding with it he 
Bald : " I now take the stand that 1 shall 
lie enabled to submit evidence taken out of 
the reports I hand in (Reports for 18H7, 
1888, 1889, 1800 and 1891, placed in evi- 
dence), or from remarks of executive offi- 
cers taken out of those reports, us prima 
facie admissions against the City Council." 

The Court— As far as regards figures you 
may, but if you come to make evidence of 
remarks made by individuals in expression 
cf their private opinions, it will not be per- 
missible, unless, of course, these were sub- 
sequently adopted by the city. 

Mr. Hodwell— With regard to the illegal 
r\ diversion of loans, the stand we take is, that 
when money is voted by the people for a 
certain object, the Council bold the amount 
intrust for expenditure on that object, and 
that they cannot divert it to any other 
trust. The first loan I wish to speak is 
one not mentioned in the preliminary 
charge— the Waterworks Loan By-law, Xo. 
134, of 1SSU. This provides for a sum of 
money for the purpose of extending the 
reserToir of the city. This by-law was 
passed by the ratepayers on the 25th of 
August of that year, who voted a money 
consideration of $75,000. 

Here objection was taken by the commis- 
sioners, as the by-law distinctly stated the 
money should be used " for other purposes 
in connection with waterworks," and, 
therefore, no exception could be taken iu 
this particular instance. 
■ Counsel for petitioners contended that ho 
could produce evidence in support of his 
statement, notwithstanding qualifying 
clause. Continuing : 

" In the Mayor's Report for 18S7, he 
states thut .?25,(I00 of the money for this 
by-law was received that year, and, iu his 
report of 1SS8, states that §0,000 of it was 
spent in distribution service, S5S,()00 on the 
reservoir, and $22,477.15 on account of 10- 
iuch main, which, we shall prove, 
had nothing to do with this by-law 
L at all. At t fie beginning of 18Sfl matters 
i stood thus. Of the S"5,000 loan there were 
$10,000 in the Hank of B.C., and £10,000 in 
the Rank of B.N.A., both these amounts 
being deposited on special accounts. Then 
in 1SS9 there were five loans floated for 
specific objects. These loans, with pre- 
miums on euch, were : 
Tho $lj.000 streot, oto., loan with pre- 
miums of 5 1.575 

Tho §70,000 Water Werks extension, with 

premiums of 1.232 

The $00,000 Water Works extonsion, with 

premiums or 1,006 

The $23,OCJ pleasure grounds, with pre- 
miums of 110 

Tho $15,000 tiro loan, with premiums of . u"Ji 

Being a total of S 1.567 

which having been raised under special 
authority should, as well us the principal, 
have been expended on the objects author- 
ized ; but this sum, like all others available, 
was diverted from these put poses aud ap- 
propriated by the council as current 
revenue. 

Mr. Bodwell then went on to make a re- 
capitulation of the charges formulated 
under this head in the already printed list, 
simply stating their contents. 

James L. Raymur, recalled — The special 
deposit in tho Bank of B.C. in 188!) 
of §10,000 was portion of the $75,000 
loan of 1880. All the debentures weie sold 
s when the loan was first passed, but, us the 
1 Council didn't want to use all the money at 
once, they put what they didn't want imme- 
diately into the Rank of B.C., where it drew 
interest at the rate of four per cent per an- 
num. Then half of it was transferred to a 
special account at the Rank of R.N. A., and 
the joint interest accruing in 1887 was 
C."(l-87. All the five loans spoken of were 
realized on and paid with their premiums 
into the general account. Hut they were 
kept in separate ledgers at the City Hall, 
and the vouchers from tho Water Comiuis 
sioner designated what particular loan the 
money was to be debited to. The cheques, 
however, were all drawn to the one account. 
The estimated revenuoand expenditure for 
the year is always balanced oil' by an appro- 
priation of the .surplus forstreetsand bridges. 
'This is an understood thing every year. 

Mr. Richards— What about ibis big over- 
draft spoken of ? Was it not all spent in 
the interests of the public V 

The Chief Justice — There is no allegation 
to tho contray whatever. No personal 
motives are impugned in the enquiry, and I 
would be sorry to think that they wore. 
This enquiry is simply instituted as touch- 
ing the pubiic acts of men in their public 
capacity. 

Mr. Bodwell— Certainly, Mr. Richards, 
that is all. We simply say thut things we 
\, apeak of are illegal. Nothing more. 

At this stage the court adjourned until 
11:30 this morning, when Mr. Richards will 
bring evidence regarding the gravel pits, 
and alleged illegal diversion of loans, and 
when he concludes Mr. Hodwell will take 
up the charges of excessive expenditure and 
the sewerage contract.

THE GREER BUSINESS. 

To THE Editor :— Like many of your 
readers, I am at a loss to understand the 
immoral sympathy shown for this man. Ex- 
pressions are made use of by men who should 
be ashamed of themselves, reflecting on the 
Chief Justice for telling the jury to go back 
to their room and consider the only ques- 
tion before them — was the prisoner guilty Or 
not guilty .' I he jury then returned a 
truthful verdict— " guilty ?" This is said 
to bo un-English. Now, Sir, I leurn, for 
the first time, that it is English to lie in any 
case, especially for jurymen sworn to re- 
turn a true verdict. Some superfine gen- 
tlemen say it was cowardly in Sir Matthew 
to relate to Greer the story of his course of 
crime during the past nine years, that it 
was un-English again. May 1 remind such 
critics that the judge who tried Birehall, 
when about to sentence him to death, re- 
lated the history of his crime, dwelling par- 
ticularly on the mean and contemptible mo- 
tive of the murderer, thereby inflicting a 
punishment on the scoundrel more Bevere 
• than the subsequent strangulation. Some 
have an idea that Greer may not have meant 
to wound or to murder, and, again, the un- 
English juryman and judge are trotted out. 
Let mo remind such that three Irishmen 
were found guilty of murder, and were 
hanged, because one of the number, wishing 
to open the lock of a police van, 
gred a pistol into it, accidentally 
killing a policeman, when he was more 
likely to have wounded one of hii own 
friends, if any one. was hit at all. His 
companions did not know what he had 
done or that he even had any intention of 
opening the lock by this novel process. 
One of the men was holding the horses 
heads, the other taking the driver's reins. 
Yet all three were found guilty by an Eng- 
lish jury, sentenced by Justice Blackburn, 
one of the most learned lawyers England 
has ever had, and all three were hanged. 
Some may imagine they were found guilty 
for a political offence. That was never 
mentioned at the trial ; hail it been, an 
English jury would have resented it. They 
were condemned and hanged for having 
killed a man when they were engaged in an 
illegal act ; and Greer, had lie killed Arm- 
strong, must have had the same treatment. 
One word more on the judge's lecture to 
Greer. He might, had ho pleased, have 
surely said, "Twenty-seven months; " but 
ho took the troublo to show tho prisoner 
and the public why a severe punishment 
hud to be meted out to him, and for so 



doing he should be thanked. I see there 
has been a meeting in Vancouver, in which 
several clergymen were present. That 
meeting, so far us it went, to express sym- 
pathy with Mrs. Greer and her family, was 
quite in order, but if they meant to say 
that juries or any men at any time were to 
lie, any, especially ordained, teachers and 
preachers of religion ought to bear in mind 
that by truth only, and not by falsehood at 
all, arc they to try even to relieve a 
prisoner or captive. Let them petition 
Lord Stanley for a remission of tho sentence, 
if they please, but they must not attempt 
to make a jury he. James Angus.

Toronto, Out., Nov. 23.— Dispatches 
from Drumbo, Out., pay that tome deer 
hunters have just arrived from Muskoka 
anil bring news to the effect that, a few days 
ago, a farmer, whose dog had been killed by 
a member of another hunting party, shot 
the hunter through the arm, whereupon the 
latter tired back, killing the farmer. 

Shipment* front Montreal. 

Montreal, Nov. 23.— Navigation statis 
tics for the season just closed show, compar- 
ed wi.th the season of 1800, a failing off in 
the shipment, of cattle, the number of head 
being 104,300. The number of sheep wus 
.'11,705, but this does not include animals 
shipped to the United States from Canada. 
The shipment of cheese shows a falling off 
of 58,021 boxes, while butter shows an in- 
crease of 54,036 packages. 

Koch's Cure Criticized. 

Toronto, Nov. •_'.'!. Prof. Ramsey 
Wright, who spent last winter in Berlin in- 
vestigating the Koch remedy for tuberculo- 
sis, lectured on that subject on Saturday 
evening. He declares that, notwithstand- 
ing almost universal disrepute into which 
Koch and his cute have fallen, he still re- 
tained a high opinion of its efficiency or 
its possibilities. It was, as yet, by no 
means perfect, but unquestionably con- 
tained a remedial element.

Winnipko, Man., Nov. 23. — Tho weather 
has been wintry for the past few days, and 
the thermometer is below zero, to night.

Toronto, Ont., Nov, 23. —Diphtheria has 
become so prevalent in Toronto as to be 
almost of the nature of an epidemic. Every 
available cut in the general hospital is oc- 
cupied by sufferers from that disease, and 
the health authorities have been compelled 
to open a temporary hospital for diphtheria 
patients. 

Smallpox I rider Control. 

MONTREAL, Que,, Nov. 23 The Provin- 
cial health board hat smallpox under con- 
trol. There are now only 13 cases out of 
124 to be dealt with. Of the total number 
of persons attacked 25 died, and 85 recov- 
ered.
